Hie  key  to  success  in  ■'vritin'-  circular  letters  tliat  will  influence  farraers 
is  foiuid  in  the  formula  Y/AlFP-SOLUTICU-ACTIOE-SATISFAC-TIOl'T.  Hie  use  of  this  for- 
mula is  well  shown  in  a oriiited, illustrated  letter  prepared  and  used  "by  ¥/.R.Uilson, 
Co''unty  Ag-ent ,C-rafton  County, I'Tew  Hampshire, in  a Letter  Lull  and  alfalfa  campal.^n. 
Hie  first  paragraph  of  the  letter  appeals  directly  to  a want  which  farmers  in 
that  county'"  have  come  to  feel,  to  v/it; 

"Competition  in  the  dairy  business  is  Lecominy  keener  than  ever.  Cheap  feeds 
in  the  laddie  West  are  enahliny  tne  fanmers  there  to  ship  Lutter, cream  and  even 
milk  into  our  eastern  markets  and  undersell  our  product Sc  To  meet  this  competition 
we  rrust  cheapen  our  dairy  production  costs," 

The  second  and  third  paragraphs  answer  the  reader’s  "How?"  Ly  presenting  the 
solution  to  this  want.  Tliey  show  that  Letter  Lulls  and  e.lfalfa  hay  are  the  Lest 
knovn  ways  of  cheapening  production  costs.  The  farmer  is  also  invited  to  act  Ly 
accepting-  the  count}'-  agent’s  offer  of  aid  in  finding  a Letter  Lull. 

The  experiences  of  a Crafto-n  County  farmer  in  feeding  a,lfalfa  and  the  fact 
tk.at  45  fsnmers  in  that  county  have  already  sicyLSd  up  to  grow  alfalfa  are  tlie-n 
cited.  Hiese  state'ments  give  the  reader  confidence  in  the  solution  and  stimulate 
anticipation  of  the  sat isfs.ct ions  that  will  co-ie  if  he  will  plant  alfalfa. 

The  letter  closes  v/ith  another  direct  appeal  to  act.  'The  farmer  is  asked  to 
return  the  letter  with  his  name  end  address  and  indice.te  the  nuiifoer  of  acres  he 
wants  to  plant.  The  writer  promises  that  the  farmer  will  then  receive  additionaU 
val-uaLle  information.  Thus  the  letter  shows  complete  use  of  the  formula:  WANT- 
S OLUTI OH-AC  TI CH-SATI SFACTI OIT .
